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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  February  14  the  members  of  the  International  Longshoremens  '  Union 
at  the  port  of  New  York  voted  to  return  to  work,  bringing  to  an  end  in 
that  port  a  strike  that  had  lasted  for   57  days.  Work     was  resumed 
February  15.  As  of  February  19  the  strike  was  continuing,  however, 
at  all  other  ports  on  the  Gulf  and  Atlantic  Coasts. 

Sugar  sales  by  primary  distributors  through  February  8  amounted  to 
875,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports. 
This  was  about  60,000  tons  less  than  deliveries  during  the  comparable 
period  of  1968.  However,  the-  1969  figures  do  not  include  physical 
delivery  of  beet  sugar  which  was  sold  and  charged  to  1968  quotas  in 
December  --  it  is  probable  that  about  140,000  tons  of  such  sugar 
actually  moved  between  January  1  and  February  8. 

Cane  sugar  refiners  sold  about  695,000  tons  or  about  79  percent  of 
the  875,000  ton  total,  up  from  73  percent  in  the  comparable  period 
last  year  and  75  percent  in  1967.  Beet  processors'  sales  of 
173,000  tons  were  20  percent  of  the  total  of  new  business  compared 
with- 25  percent  during  this  period  last  year  and  23  percent  in  1967. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  as  of  February  1,  totaled  3,119,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was  228,000  tons  .more 
than  at  the  same  date  last  year  and  166,000  tons  more  than  at  year 
end  1968.  Beet  processors'  stocks  of  1,757,000  tons  were  156,000 
tons  above  January  31  of  last  year  and  383,000  tons  above  year  end 
1968.  Cane  sugar  refiners  reported  878,000  tons  of  raw  and  refined 
sugar  on  hand,  or  about  8 ,  000  "tons  les s  than  at  the  end  of  January  last 
year  and  230,000  tons  less  than  on  December  31,  1968.  The  January 
inventory  depletion  is  a  direct  result  of  the  waterfront  strike. 

Distribution  of  refined  sugar  as   reported  by  states     of  destination 
exceeded  205  million  hundredweight  during      calendar        year  1968. 
This  total,   which  includes  about  4.2  million  hundredweight  of  beet 
sugar  sold  but  to  be  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February, 
was  more  than  for  any  previous  year  and  up  12.6  million  hundred- 
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weight  from  1967,  or  about  6.5  percent.  Increases  occurred  in  all 
of  the  five  regions.  The  North  Central  region  had  the  largest 
increase,  up  10.0  percent  followed  by  the  "West  with  and  increase  of 
7.9  percent,  the  South  5.8  percent,  New  England  2.2  percent  and  the 
mid-Atlantic  region  2.0  percent.  The  constructive  sales  of  4.2 
million  hundredweight  are  included  and  reflected  in  these  percentages 
and  in  the  data  referred  to  in  the  following  three  paragraphs. 

All  but  ten  of  the  states  received  more  sugar  in  1968  than  in  1969. 
Illinois  had  the  highest  receipts  of  refined  sugar,  25.4  million 
hundredweight  up  nearly  3  million  hundredweight  from  last  year. 
California  had  the  second  largest  receipts  ,  22 .  6  million  hundredweight, 
up  nearly  2  million  hundredweight  from  last  year.  These  two  states 
accounted  for  about  23  percent  of  the  total  refined  sugar  deliveries 
during  1968  and  38  percent  of  the  12.6  million,  hundredweight  by  which 
deliveries  in  calendar  year  1968  exceeded  those  of  1967. 

Receipts  of  refined  sugar  in  Michigan,  which  had  the  third  largest 
increase,  were  767,000  hundredweight  above  last  year  while  Georgia 
and  Texas  had  increases  of  671,000  and  630,000  hundredweight, 
respectively.  Three  states  had  increases  of  between  500,000  and 
600,000  hundredweight,  four  between  300,000  and  400,000  hundred- 
weight, four  between  200,000  and  300,000  hundredweight  and  six 
between  100,000  and  200,000  hundredweight. 

Of  the  ten  states  that  received  less  sugar    in  1968    than    in  1967, 
Washington  had  the  largest  decline,    83,000  hundredweight.     Five  of 
the  states  were  in  the  Western  region,  two  were  in  the  New  England 
region  and  one  each  were  in  the  mid- Atlantic ,   North    Central  and 
Southern  regions. 

The  U.S.    retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags 
during  December  averaged  12.20  cents  per  pound,   down  from  12.22 
cents  in  November  and  the  same  as  during  December  of  last  year. 
The  calendar  year   1968  average  price  was   12.18  cents  compared 
with  an  average  of  12.19  cents  per  pound  for  calendar  year  1967. 

During  January  several  beet  sugar       processors      and    cane  sugar 
refiners  announced  advances  of  .25  cent  per  pound    in  thewholesale 
price  quotationfor  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack  -   100  -  pound 
paper  bags  -  in  the  Chicago-West  and  Southwestern  sales  territories. 
Most  of  the  announced  increases  were  to   take      effect    April  1  and 
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would  raise  the  quoted  price  in  these  territories  to  10.25  cents  per 
pound  compared  with  the  previous  price  quotation  of  10.00  cents  per 
pound  from  which  a  competitive  allowance  of  .15  cent  per  pound  was 
deducted.  This  announced  increase  undoubtedly  resulted  from  the 
anticipated  reduced  volume  of  cane  sugar  in  the  Chicago-west  and 
Southwestern  territories  as  a  result  of  the  dock  workers  strike  of  East 
coast  and  Gulf  ports.  There  were  no  other  announced  changes  in 
wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  during  the  period  under 
review.  As  of  February  19  the  following  were  the  quotations  by 
regions  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack:

The  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  price  quotation  for  raw 
sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  Yorkxwas  7.69  cents  per  pound 
from  January  22  through  February  17  and  rose  to  7.72  cents  on  the 
18th.  During  January,  the  price  quotation  averaged  7.67  cents  per 
pound,  up  from  7.62  cents  in  December  1968  and"  7.41  cents  in 
January  of  last  year.  On  February  18  the  spot  quotation  was  7.72 
cents  per  pound  and  averaged  7.68  cents  far  1969  through  February 
18.  This  compares  w-ith  a  quotation  of  7.36  cents  for  February  19 
of  las-t  year  and  an  average  oi  7.41  cents  for  the  comparable  period 
of  1968. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Florida  from  the  1968-69  crop  amounted 
to  426,  000  tons  as  of  February  14 ,  compared  with  490  ,  000  tons  through 
February  16  of  last  year .  The  reduced  production  this  year  has  been 
principally  the  result  of  damage  caused  by  the  freeze  of  December  15- 
16  and  partly  because  of  yields  which  would  have  been  somewhat  lower 
in  any  case . 
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Sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  in  1969  got  off  to  a  slow  start  due  to 
adverse  weather  conditions  .  As  of  February  9  production  amounted  to 
35,000  tons  with  only  7  mills  operating  compared  with  73,000  tons 
of  sugar  produced  as  of  the  comparable  date  last  year  when  L6  mills 
were  grinding.  The  yield  in  1969  has  been  down  a  little,  chiefly 
because  of  wet  weather  during  harvesting,  averaging  8.466  percent 
compared  with  9.259  during  the   same  period  last  year. 

Sugar  production  in  Hawaii  as  of  February  8,  when  nine  mills  were 
grinding,  amounted  to  31,000  tons  96  basis  compared  with  39*000 
tons  produced  through  February  10  of  last  year  when  15  mills  had 
commenced  operating.  This  year,  ten  mills  were  scheduled  to  start 
operating  in  January,    11   in  February  and  three  in  March. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  averaged  2.95  cents  per  pound  in  January,  up  from  2.77 
cents  in  December  and  2.20  cents  during  January  of  last  year.  The 
World  price  continues  strong  since  the  1968  low  of  1.37  cents  per 
pound  in  mid-September.  It  was  3.00  cents  per  pound  from  January 
30  through  February  5,  rising  to  3.10  cents  on  February  7  and  to 
3.25  cents  on  February  11.  On  February  18  the  spot  price  for  World, 
sugar  was  3.25  cents  per  pound  and  averaged  3.13  cents  for  the 
February  1  - 1 8  period.  Last  year  the  February  19  spot  price  quota- 
tion for  World  sugar  was  2.10  cents  per  pound  and  averaged  2.23 
cents  for  the  February  1-19  period. 

On  February  18  futures  contracts  for  May  1969  delivery  of  World 
sugar  were  quoted  at  3.36  cents  per  pound  compared  with  3.55  cents 
per  pound  for  July  1970  delivery.

For  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  percentages  shown  in  Table  1 
monthly  deliveries  as  reported  have  been  adjusted  by  deducting  year- 
end  constructive  deliveries  from  December  and  adding  half  of  that 
amount  to  January  and  half  to  February  of  the  following  year.  Con- 
structive deliver  ies  must  be  delivered  during  January-February  of  the 
following  year  but  the  amounts  delivered  during  each  of  those  months 
are  not  reported. 

Both  the  five  year  average  and  a  three  year  average  are  shown.  For 
the  three  year  average  the  high  and  low  percentages  were  omitted  to 
minimize  the  effects  of  any  wide  variations  within  the  months.  The 
relatively  close  relationship  of  these  averages  would  indicate  that  the 
percentage  of  deliveries  by  months  has  been  relatively  stable  ^during 
this  period.  With  much  of  industrial  sugar  being  delivered  in  bulk 
form  >stockpiling  of  sugar  as   such  is  limited  by  the  us  ers '  facilities  . 

Actual  consumption  of  sugar  by  months  presumably  differs  somewhat 
from  physical  deliveries  because  of  the  time  lag,  but  since  stock- 
piling of  sugar  has  been  minimized  to  a  considerable  extent,  these 
figures  should  be  of  value  in  estimating  consumption  by  months. 

The  average  number  of  working  days  (excluding  holidays,  Saturdays 
and  Sundays)  in  the  months  included  in  the  three  year  average  and  the 
daily  percentage  of  annual  deliveries  are  also  shown  in  Table  1.  The 
number  of  working  days  in  a  month  has  a  considerable  influence  on 
the  volume  and  percentage  of  sugar  delivered  during  one  month  as 
compared  to  another. 

The  average  percentage  of  deliveries  of  sugar  in  February  is  lower 
than  January  or  March  since  there  are  generally  four  more  working 
days  in  those  months  but  the  daily  rate  in  February  is  somewhat 
higher  than  in  the  other  two  months.  The  same  is  true  for  November 
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as  compared  to  October  and  December  although  there  are  generally 
three  less  working  days  in  November.  There  is  only  one  less  calendar 
day  in  the  month  of  November  than  in  October  and  December  and 
consumption  of  sugar  in  the  home  would  be  at  about  the  same  level 
since  it  would  not  be  related  to  the  number  of  working  days  of 
primary  distributors.
